I  was  dreaming  of  my  second  home-town  Reading  in  the 
bus  running  on  a  super  highway  through  beautiful  green 
trees  beside  lots  of  blue  lakes.  When  I  got  here,  I  noticed 
it  was  almost  the  same  with  the  Reading  in  my  dream;  color¬ 
ful  houses  among  trees,  the  school  made  of  brick,  and  beautiful 
churches,  etc.  I  think  kids  have  more  freedom  here  than  in 
Japan.
